A SENATOR GOING TO RUSSIA. 
Senator France will make a person­ 
al inspection of Russia to find out for 
himself the truth about conditions in 
that country. 
Mr. France is not ex­ 
actly the emissary that most Ameri­ 
cans would choose for this 
mission, 
but it is said that his trip has the ap­ 
proval of President Harding and Sec­ 
retary Hughes; and it may be signifi­ 
cant that the Baltimore Sun, published 
in the principal city of Mr. France’s 
state, seems to think 
that somehing 
worth while may come out of his jour­ 
ney. 
Indeed, the Sun attaches great 
importance to the 
senator's 
mission 
and declares that “it can hardly fail to 
provide fresh and trustworthy data 
for political and commercial conclu­ 
sions of the highest value.” 
In the opinion of the Baltimore pa­ 
per, 
“the 
importance 
of 
Senator 
France’s voyage of discovery and in­ 
vestigation rests mainly upon the fact 
that he has no business axe to grind 
and that he occupies a position which 
entitles him to a respectful hearing.” 
The senator may have no business axe 
to grind, but he may have a political 
one in the sense that he holds very 
pronounced theories in regard to Rus­ 
sia and he may be tempted to inter­ 
pret what he sees there so as to bol­ 
ster up those theories. 
Nevertheless, it is probably ft good 
thing that he is going. If his theories 
are incorrect and he admits their in­ 
correctness upon the return from his 
Russian tour, it will be very helpful. 
If, on the other hand, his theories are 
correct, the sooner that fact is estab­ 
lished the better. 
The third possibil­ 
ity— that Mr. France’s preconceived 
notions will warp his powers of obser­ 
vation— is not after all a very serious 
one, since, even if matters fall out that 
way, no great harm will be done. 
Meanwhile it is a matter of some im­ 
portance that a decision of the court 
of appeals in England has just been 
rendered to the effect that the British 
government’s trade pact with Russia 
constitutes recognition 
of the 
soviet 
government as the de facto govern­ 
ment of that country. 
The New York 
Evening Post thinks that this “def­ 
initely marks the beginning of a new 
period in the relations of the soviet 
state with other nations;” and even if

WORRYING ABOUT THE NEGRO. 
The 
average 
newspaper 
reader 
takes such scant personal interest in 
the issues which agitate the breasts of 
republican leaders that probably there 
is no general appreciation of the fact 
that a real fight is now going on inside 
the republican camp over the question 
of what part the negro shall have in 
the distribution of government patron­ 
age and the formulation of republican 
policies. Powerful forces that are cer­ 
tainly Active and which 
may 
well 
prove to be dominant are plainly seek­ 
ing to sidetrack the negro in the hope 
and belief that if this can be accom­ 
plished a white republican party can 
be built up in the south. 
From the 
time 
of Mr. Harding’s 
election reports that such a program 
would be attempted began to emanate 
from persons 
more 
or less in touch 
with republican leaders. 
Recent de­ 
velopments have 
tended 
more 
and 
more to confirm these reports. There 
are many who 
believe 
that the ap­ 
pointment of Frank A. Linney, repub­ 
lican state chairman of North Caro­ 
lina, as district attorney for the west­ 
ern district of that state, is conclusive 
that this is the policy upon which the 
Harding administration has definitely 
determined. 
Mr. Linney is a leader of 
the “lily whites,” a faction of the re­ 
publican party that opposes any rec­ 
ognition of the negro and wrhich be­ 
lieves that with the elimination of him 
from party affairs the party can be­ 
come dominant in all southern states. 
Senator Borah and Senator Johnson 
appear to be the outstanding cham­ 
pions of the negro republicans at the 
present time and on a showdown the 
Borahs and Johnsons would doubtless 
have many associate irreconcilables. 
Northern republican sentiment is par­ 
tial to the negro.” 
This is the orthodox view of the 
probable outcome of the struggle now 
in progress. 
Very likely it is the cor­ 
rect view. 
It must be remembered, 
however, that there have been a great 
many changes in 
the 
past 
decade, 
some of them far deeper and more 
significant than most of us have yet 
fully realized. 
The 
census 
figures 
show* that North Carolina now has a 
white majority of over a million. 
The 
figures for Mississippi and South Caro­ 
lina, the only two states with negro 
majorities, show* that both Mississippi 
and South Carolina will probably have 
white majorities before the next cen­ 
sus year. 
There has been a heavy 
movement of negroes from the south 
to the north and west. This movement 
is likely to continue for the same rea­ 
sons which brought it about original­ 
ly, namely, the need in the industrial 
st ates of comparatively cheap labor 
which, w’hen immigration is stopped, 
can be furnished 
in large 
quantities 
only by the negro population. 
On the 
other hand a great many w*hite people 
have been going from the north and 
the west into the south and many more 
are likely to go in the years that lie 
immediately ahead. 
We are coming 
to have a new* south indeed, and a 
new north also. 
These are only two of a dozen fac­ 
tors of which republican leaders have 
taken note and by which they have 
been influenced to consider a reshap­ 
ing of their policies in the south.
